2. Lieutennnt-Ctilonol; Parsons, Commanding at Gedaref, in n telegram disisatched 
from Kasaalft on the 14th Noveinberj reports Umi he has established frioiidly rebtimm

C. it is to be feared that the Blnn Nile and its neighbemrhood, oortainly at this 
time of the year after the raies, is very unhealthy, ns, in addition to Gftptftin Cottingbam, 
who diedj and Captain Fitton, who was invalided down. Captain Smyth, 2iit] Hragoon 
Guards {Queen's Bayp), and Lieutenauts Staveley niul Sparked, H.N., have beon sent 
down to Kluirtouin ill. 'fhe tever, which seems to he ol' a severe type, attacks the 
Soudanese troops e{|iui11y with the British ofikera, and a large proportion of them are 
now ill.
